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HIS following Diſcourſe, is the Sum and Subſtance 

of a Propheſy, that was preſented by the Author to 

ſome of the Fews in London, Fanuery 20.1683. Namely, 

to Manuel! Navero Chucolatero, and Franciſco Nevaro, 

his Brother, Tocader de Muſfico; which Nicaſſio Ramirez, a Spaniard, 

who is a Proteſtant, can witneſs I have expatiated much upon in 

this Diſcourſe. And the occaſion of it was begotten by ſome 

Conference that Franciſco Nevero and the Author had perſonally, 

concerning the a of the Dry Bones in Ezekie/ 37. where- 

in we did agree in moſt of our Sentiments; the Sum and Sub- 
ſtance of what 1 delivered unto them, is as followeth. 

Beloved Friends, having providencially fallen into Conference 

with you about the preſent Providences of God that we are un- 


der ; and alſo the Propheſies which do relate unto you of the 
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Houſe of Iſrael, who were once the only Favourites of God, and 
the Darlings of Heaven ; but for the Sins and Tranſgreſſions of 
your Forefathers , God did let loofe their Enemies upon them, 
which brake them in pieces, Jer.50.17- Iſrael is @ ſcattered ſheep,the 
lions have driven bim away: firſt the king of Aſſyria bath devoured bim, 
and laft this Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon bath broken his bones, 
This breaking of their Bones, was the DeſtruCtion of their Go- 
vernment, when Nebuchadn:zzar carried away your Forefathers 
Captive , unto Babylon, that was of their 70 years Captivity; 
the beginning of which ſaid 70 years, | take to be in or about 
the year of the World 3398. and at which time I humbly con- 
cieve that Danie/'s greateſt number of 2300 Days, which are fo 
many years, a Day being appointed for a Year, did commence 
or begin, For it is ſaid in Dan. 8. 12, 14. Then I heard one Saint 
ſpeaking, and another Saint ſaid unto that certain Saint which ſpake, 
How long ſhall be the Viſion concerning the daily Sacrifice , and the 
tranſpreſſion of deſolation, to give both the Santtuary and the Hoft to 
be trodden under foot? And he ſaid unto me, Unto two thouſand and 
three Bundred days : then ſhall the Sani{uary be cleanſed. A Day 
being ſer for @ year, Ezek. 4. 6. And thou ſhalt. bear the imiquity of 
the houſe of Fudah forty days; I bave peas thee each day for a 
ear , which number of DaniePs, as | take it, will be expired 
about ten or eleven Years hence, or thereabout, which will be 
iv the year of our Lord 1698 or 1699. or it is poſſible ic may 
extend to 1700, Which I believe will be the utmoſt extent. Burt 
with an humble, holy reverential Submiſſion to the ſecret De- 
crees of God, I do believe that you will be in your own Land 
7 years before this higheſt number of Danie/s will be accompliſh- 
ed and expired, which will be berween this and 1691, or 1693 
at fartheſt; for you will be imployed 7 years, if not more, in 
cleanſing the Santtuary from all- the Filth and Pollution that the 
Enemies of God, namely , Antichriſt, and the Tiwrk:, will leave 
behind them in it, having had fo long Poſlefſion of it; and for 
proof of this, ſee Ezek. 39. 7, 8,9, 10,11, 12, So will I make my 
boly N.1me known in the midſt of my pecple Iſrael, and I will nct let 
them pollute my boly Name any more; and the hrathen fhall Inc 
that I am the Lord, the holy One of Iſ##«h; ' Behold, it it come; an1 
itz done, [azth tbe Lord God, thats the day whereof Thave ſocken, 
And they that davell in the cities of Iſrael ſhall go forvb, and ſhall ſer 
an firs, and burn the weapen:, both the ſhields and the buckicrs, the 
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bows and the arrows, and the hand-ſtaves, and the [pears, and they 
ſhall burn them with fire ſeven years. So that they ſhail take no wood 
out of tbe field, neither cut down any out of the foreſts ; for they ſhall 
burn the weapons with fire, and they ſhall ſpoil thoſe that [poiled them, 
and rob thoſe that robbed them, ſaith the Lord God. 

Now in the next place,| ſhall give you my Judgment concerning 
the Spiritual meaning of the Dry Bones, in Ezeck. 37. from. 1, to 
the 14. The band of the Lord was upon me, and carried me out in the 
Spirit of the Lord, and ſet me down in the midt of rhe walley which 
was full of bones, and cauſed me to paſi by them round about, and be- 
bold, there were ery many in the open valley, and lo, they were wery 
dry. And be ſaid unto me, Son of man, Can theſe bones liye? 
And I anſwered, O Lord God, thou knoweſ, Now here is a ſtep of 
Love and Grace from God towards you, for theſe Dry Bones are 
you Fews, who are the whole Houſe of [/rae/, as you may ſee in 
the 11 verſe. And their being in an open Valley, ſignifieth your . 
being ſtripr and naked of all Power and Government ; and 
your low, miſerable State and Condition that you are in to this 
day, by yaur being openly expoſed and ſcattered up and down 
the World in all Nations; And in that you have no Ferice or 
Wall of Government at all about you, who were once the only 
People or Vineyard of the Lord, and pailed in, and ſeparated 
from all the reſt of the vaſt Wilderneſs of the World; you were 
the only Vineyard or Church that God had in the World, as you 
may ſee in Ila. 5. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6. Now will I ſing to my welbe- 
loved , a ſong of my beloved, touching: his wineyard : my beloved 
bath a vineyard in a very fruitful bill, And be fenced ity and ga- 
thered out the ſtones thereof ,- and planted it with the choiceſt ome 
and built a tower in the midſt of ut, and alſo made a wine-preſs therein; 
and he looked that it ſhowld brig forth grapes, and it brought furth 
wild grapes. And now, O mbabitants of feruſalem, and men of 
Fudab, Fudg, I pray you, betwixt me and my wmeyard. What could 
bave been done more to my vineyard, that I bawe not done in u? IWhbere- 
fore when | looked that it ſhould bring forth grapes, brought it forth 


w:ld grapes? There was their Sin, and here followeth their 


Jadgmenr. 

And now go to, I will tell you what I will 4 to my winezard, I will 
take away the bedg thereof, and it ſhall be eaten up ; and break down 
the wall thereof,and it ſhail be trodden down. And 1 will lay it waſte, 
t jb all not be prumed, nor digged, vut to:re ſha.l. come up vers and 
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thorns; 1 will alſo command the clouds, that they rain no rain upon 
it ; that is, for your unbelief and hardneſs of heart, God utterly 
deprived you of the means of Grace in his juſt Judgment. For 
the wineyard of the Lord of Hoſts , 4s the Houſe of Iſrael, and the 
men of Tudab bis pleaſant plant ; and be looked for judgment , 
bus behold oppreſſion; for righteouſneſs , but bebold a cry; And 
this Judgment was executed upon your Forefathers by Nebuchad- 
nzZz4ar, as I humbly concerve. #7 

But again, Theſe Bones being very dry, fignifieth your weak- 
neſs, and alſo your great Ignorance of God, and the things of 
God, becauſe it is ſaid, that after you are come home into your 
own Land, that then and there you ſhall know God to be the 
Lord, that is, to know God in Chriſt, which does clearly de- 
monſtrate unto us, that you did not ſo know God before, not 
in that glorious way and manner, as God will certainly make 
himſelf known unto you then, for you ſhall ſee him eye to eye, 
I/a. 52. 
, Secondly, The Prophet in his Anſwer to God, when he asked . 
him, if the dry Bones could livez Lord (ſays he) thou knoweſ. 
In which anſwer the Prophet did own and acknowledg the Glo- 
rious Attributes of God's Omniſciency, Omnipotency, and his 
Soveraignty , and all the reſt of bis glorious Attributes indeed ; 
for it is, as if the Prophet had faid, Lord, if thou haſt decreed 
that they ſhall come together and Live, thou knoweſt how to bring 
it to paſs; tho they be in an open Valley, and are expoſed to all 
the World, and are very dry, yet thou canſt make them live; who 
didſt make Abraham and Sarab his Wife fruitful in their old Ape, 
who were paſt the courſe of Nature , of begetting and bearing 
of Children, from whoſe Loins you all Sprang, Gen. 18. Gen. r7.

Thirdly, Here is another ſtep of Love and Grace in God to- 
wards you, in Ezek. 37. 4, 5, 6. Again be ſaid unto me, Propheſy 
upon _ bones, and ſay unto them O ye dry bones, hear the word 
of the Lord. Thus ſaith the Lord God unto theſe bones, Bebold, I will 
cauſe breath to enter imto you, and ye ſhall live. And 1 will lay +- 
news upon you, and will bring fleſh upon you, and cover you with ikmy 


_ | pet os in you, and ye ſhall lrwoe, and ye ſhall know that I am 


Here the Prophet was commanded by God to ſpeak unto you 
that are theſe dry Bones; namely , the Houſe of //rae! and Fu- 
| dab. 
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dab. And what was commanded and propheſied ſo many hun- 
dred years by-paſt, all you dry Bones are commanded to hear 
now ; tho I will not deny, but that part of this Propheſy in this 
Chapter, might relate unto your Forefathers, and might have 
its fulfilling and accompliſhment in their days. Bur this com- 
mand reacheth unto you alſo; you muſt look into the Provi- 
dences of God, and compare them with the Prophefies and Pro- 
' miſes of God, and indeavour what in you lies, to come unto a 
right underſtanding of the Will and Mind of God thereby, and 
that is the way to know what your preſent Duty is, Dan. 12. 
_ ſhall run to and fro, and knowledg ſhall be increaſed. This 
is a' latter-day Promiſe, for it is in the time of the end, when this 
Viſion ſhall be unſealed ; for God hath promiſed that you ſhall 
have Breath breathed into you, and that you ſhall live and know 
that God is the Lord, and God will lay Sinews upon you, and 
bring Fleſh upon you, that is, politick Power and Strength ; and 
cover you with Skin; all this I humbly conceive, relates to the 
forming of you into Civil Government, as I ſhall ſhew you by and 
by. 
4. Again, Foxrthly, A fourth ſtep of Grace and Mercy, is in 
Ver. 7, 8. So 1 propbeſied as I was commanded ; and as I propheſied, 
there was a noiſe, and behold a ng, and the bones came together, 
bone to his bone. And when I beheld, Io, the finews and the # came 
up upon them, and the thin covered them above; but there was no 
breath in them, 

But why did the Prophet ſpeak in the Preſent Tenſe, as if this 
had been done then in the Propher's time; why, becauſe it was 
to denote the certainty of its accompliſhment and falfilling ; 
namely thus, that the Propheſies ſhould be as ſurely, and as cer- | 
tainly fulfilled and and accompliſhed, as if it had been done, 
. even then, when the Prophet declared and made known the 
Propheſy. And this the Propher did in Obedience to the ſpecial 
Command of God ; for it was not left unto him as an indifterent 
thing, whether he would Prophely or not, but he was command- 
ed expreſly to do it. And fo are you dry Bones commanded 
likewiſe to hear and underſtand' what the Lord by his Prophet. 
doth ſay unto you, and obey it; forit is ſaid, O ye dry Bones, hear 
the word of the Lord. ; 

Bur what is this Noiſe and great Shaking that is to be juſt be- 
tore the gathering together of the dry Bones ? ] do take the 

great 
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great Noiſe to be the great Commotions , Fermentations, and 
wonderful Revolutions, or overturning Providences and ]udg- 
ments of God in the Earth. And the ſhaking, to be the ſh>king 
of Kingdoms and Nations, and the overturaing of them rilt be- 
fore the deſire of all Nations ſhall come, Hay. 2. 75. Ezrk. 21.27. 
Theſe great Commotions, and Shaking, over:u; 1g Providences 
and Diſpenſations, are to attend . the uſhering iq, the fulfilling 
and accompliſhing of the Propbeſies, both with a ReſpeCt to the 
Deſtrution of the Twrks, end alſo the Power of Antichriſt, or 
Lady of the World, Ifa. 13.4, 5, 6. The noiſe of a multitude in the 
mountains like as of @ great People ;, a tumultuous noiſe of the "king- 
dams of nations ps, far) togetber ; the Lord of hoſts muſtereth the boſt 
of the battel. They come from a far country, from the_end of the 
heaven, even the Lord, and the weapons of his indignation, to deftrey 
the whcle land. Howl ye, for the day of the Lord us at hand ; it ſhall 
come as a deftruttion from the Almighty. 

And what is theſe Bones coming together, Bone to his Bone ? 
this | humbly conceive to be the uniting of the Tribes together, 
and every Perſon coming unto his own proper Tribe which he 
belongeth unto, and of the coming together of them Tribes that 
are loſt, which God will find ouc,and bring home alſo to their own 
Land very ſuddenly, Ezek. 36 24. For I will take you from among 
the beathen, and gather you cut of all countrys, and wil! bring you into 
3our own land. 

Here was Sinews and Fleſh came upon them, and Skin covered 
them above, bur there was no Breath in them; that is, here is to 
be outward politick Fower and Strength given unto you, to form 
your ſelves into Government, and alſo God's ProteQtion over you, 
which I cake to be the meaning of that Expreſſion, viz. the Skin 
covering them above ; bur there is no Breath in you, that is, no 
ſpiritual Breath in you ; no trae and clear Knowledg of God in 
Chriſt as yer,but you w-ll be like the blind manar your firſt Con- * 
—_— who when his Eyes was firſt opened, did ſee men walk like 

rees. 

5- Again Fift5/y, Here is a greater ſtep of Love and Grace to- 
wards you, in the 9, 10, ver. For I take all hitherto to be chiefly 
intended and ſpoken of temporal Mercies, compared with what 
1s tO come ; for now God comes with ſpiritual Mercies in a more 
ſpecial, peculiar way and manner.

Then ſaid be unto me, Propheſy unto the wind; propheſy ſon of man, 
and ſay to the wind , Thus ach the Lord God, Come from the four 
winds, O breath, and breathe upon theſe lain, that they may live. So 
I propbeſied as be commanded me, and the breath came into them, and 
they lived, and ſtood upon their feet, an exceeding great army, This 
I rake to be ſpiritual Life breathed into them; and theſe four 
Winds, | take to be the ſame that Daniel! ſaw in his Viſion, the 
four Winds ſtriving upon the great Sea, when the four great 
Beaſts came up out of the Sea, of which Nebuchadnezzar was 
the firſt, and Antichriſt the laſt, Dan. 7. And the ſame Winds 
which is in the ewo Womens Wings, which is propheſied of, the 
two Churches of Fews and Gentiles , after the Deſtruction of An- 
tichriſt, Zech. 5. 6, 7, 8. Theſe Winds may be the Goſpel-Do- 
Aeine , under-the Influence of the Holy Spirit. V. 11. Then he 
ſaid unto me, Son of man, Theſe bones are the whole Houſe of 
Iſrael. Behold, they ſay, our Bones are dried, and our Hope u 
loft, we are cut "ff , for our parts. You will te in a very low, 
hopeleſs, deſpairing Condition in your own Thoughts and Appre- 
henſions, juſt when you: begin to be awakened, when you come 
to be convinced, and apprehend your ſelves to be under a mi- 
ſtake and deluſion, when you come to ſee your ſelves in a hope- 
leſs, helpleſs Condition, with a reſpet to your (elves ; and when 
y«1u come to ſee the true Meſſiab whom your Forefathers cruci- 
tied, and you by your unbelief bave joyned with them, and pier- 
ced him; you ſhall mourn over bim , Zech. 12. 10. And when 
you come to ſee and conſider, how long you have been deluded, 
and how miſerably you have been deceived ; and when you come 
to ſee and conſider what a dreadful Judgment you have lain under 
for about 1700 years paſt, Then ſhall you remember your own evil 
ways, and your doings that were not good, and ſhall loathe your ſelves 
in your own ſight for your iniquities,. and for your abominations, Ezek. 
36. 31, Bur when is this loathing to be? Why, ir is to be 
after you are come together in your own Land, and that God 
hath ſprinkled clean Water upon you, as you may fee in Ezek. 
26. 24, 25, 26, 27. For 1 will take you from among the heathen, and 
gather you out of all Conntrys, and will bring you into your own Land. 
Then will I ſprinkle clean water upon you , and ye ſhall be clean: 
from all your filthineſi, and from all your idols will I cleanſe you. A 
new heart alſo will 1 give you, and a new ſpirit will I put within you 3 
and I will take away the ſtony heart out of your fleſh, and 1 will give you 
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an beart of fleſh. And I will put my-Spirit within you, and cauſe 
you to walk im my Statwtes, and you keep my Fugdments, and 
do them ; v. 71. Then ſhall you loathe your ſees, &c. 

6. Again Sixthly and Laſtly, In Ezek. 37: 12, 13, 14. Therefor? 
propheſy, and ſay unto them, Thus ſaith the Lord God, Bihold, O my 
people, I will open your gras, and cauſe you to come up owt of your 
gravei, and bring you mio the land of Iſrael, And ye ſhall know 
that I am the Lord, when I have opened your graves, Omy people, 
and browght you up out of your graves, and ſhalt put my Spirit m you, 
and ye ſhall live, and I ſhall place you m your own land: then ſhall ye 
know that I the Lord have ſpoken it, and performed it, ſaith the Lovd. 

In the firſt place, What are theſe Graves wherein theſe Slain 
lie Buried ? 

And Secondly, What is this opening theſe Graves, and bringing 
you up out of your Graves? This is an Allafion to the ReſurreRi- 
an of the Dead, which your Converſion will very much Reſemble. 

in the firſt place, You were Slain by your Forefathers Unbe- 
liefand Rebelhon againſt God, Ezek. 6. 5, 6. And I will lay the 
dead carcaſſes of the children of Iſrael before their idols, and I will 
ſcatter your bones round about your altars. In all your dwelling places 
the cities ſhall be laid waſte, and the high places ſhall be deſolate, that 
your altars may be laid waſte, and made deſolate, and your idols may 
be broken and ceaſe, and your images may be cut down, and your works 
may be aboliſhed. And the Graves, I take to be your Unbelief of, 
and prejudice againſt Chriſt the true Meſſiab, thefe have been che 
Graves which have held you; in which you have lain Slain and 
Periſhing almoſt this 1700 years. 

Secondly, The opening of theſe Graves, will be the holy Spirit's 
convincing you that the true Meſcab is already come, and has 
been ſo long come, and you have been ignorant of it, and would 
not believe ir, tho ir hath- been rold you, Habak. i. 5. Burt you 
have lain ſo long under a horrible Deluſion, and. in your Graves 
of Unbelief. 

And hence you may obſerve two things. 

Firſt, The certainty of your Reſurrection. 

And Szcondly, The manner how it willbe done. 

Firſt, The certainty- of it, which is this, Becauſe God chet 
cannot lie, nor deny himſelf, hath promiſed it, Zech. 8, 2, 4, 5, 6. 
Thus ſaith the Lord, 1 am returned unto Zion, and will dwell in the 
midſt of Feruſalem, and Feruſalem ſhall be called a city of wah, a 
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the mount ain of the Lord of bots, the boly mountain. Thus ſaith the 
Lord of hoſts ; There ſhall yet old min and women dwell it the 
frents of Feruſalem, andevery man with bis flaff in bu hand for we- 
ry "gs And the ftreets of the city ſhall be full of boys and girlt playing 


in the ſtreets tbergof. ſaith the Lord of boſts, If it be marvet- 
lows in the eyes of the remnant of this people im theſe days, ſhould is 
alſo be marvellous in mine eyes, ſaith the Lord of beſts? Pray take 
notice by the way, whar a vain thing it is for People to imagine 
that the World will be at an end, at the Converſion of you that 
are Jews. I muſt confeſs, it will be a new World compared to 
what it ever was before, for the moſt glorious part cf the World 
beth in the latter part of it, which is to commence upon the De- 
{truction of Angichriſt, and the Cogverſion of you Fews, which 
| conceive will be contemporary, and is at hand, Dar. 8. 172, 14, 
24; 25. Dan. 2. 44. Dan. 7. 21, 22, 27. Thus youſee the certain» 
ty of the accompliſhment of theſe things. 

Secondly, The manner how it will be done, which wifl be cffe- 
Qed by the bleſſed Wind of the holy Spirit, that will be breathed 
upon theſe Slain, Ezck. 37. 9. Then ſaid be unto me, Propbeſy unto 
the wind; propbeſy, ſon of man, and ſay to the wind, Thus ſanh the 
Lord God, Come' from ur winds, O breath, and breathe upon 
theſe ſlain, that they may live. Ezek. 36. 27. And I will put my 
Spirit within you, and cauſe you to walk in ny Statutes, and ye ſhall 
keey my Fudgments, and do cher: Thras you ſee, how this grear Work 
of the-ReſurreRtion of the dry Bones,” the whole Honſe of I/raeh, 
will be t abour and z namely, by chic 

O, my beloved, and longed-for”in the Lord! 1 humbly beg 
and beſeech you in the Name of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghoſt, three Perſons, and one Ererrial Ever Living God, who is 
the God of Abraham, I/aae and! Fatt , your Forefarhers,, with 
whom be mede a Covenant you; That you woult# 
ſyufler your ſelves no longer rs be' detuded,; for” Chriſt the erne 

inalready come in bis State of Humiliation in the Fleſh, 
and wes cur off, but not for bimfelf, by your Forefathers, Dov. 
9.36, For if it be ſo, thar your Forefathers did not Cut off, 
or Crucify the true Meſfieb ;, why then are all'you Fews like ro 
be in a worſe Condition Rill,, cthun'ever you bave been yer, as T 
ſhall pgs 1 <1 rr ry, > Aw by ; for be came to 
bis on, and bis own wvecevved bims not; this was that Pro» 


phet which was propheſied of , in Deur. 18. 15, IT 
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will raiſe up unto thee @ Prophet from the midſt of thee, of thy Brethren, 
like unto me, unto him ye ſhall bearken. 

Now you muſt conſider, That there was to be a twofold 
Coming of Chriſt in a more ſpecial and peculiar way and manner, 

Firſt, Chriſt the true Meſtab, was to come ina State of Humi- 
liation, 

And Secondly, Chriſt the true Meſi1b, is to come in a State of 
Exaltation, in a triumphant way and manner. 

Firft, In Chriſt's ficſt coming in a State of Humiliation,he was to 
aſſume and take upon him Human Nature, and to come cloath- 
ed in our Natures and Infirmities, Sin only excepted, or elſe our 
Iniquities could not have been laid upon him, [/. 53. for as he was 
God, they could not be laid upon him, becauſe as he is God, fo 
he is a conſuming Fire. But as he was God-man, Mediator of 
the new Covenant, he took upon him the form of a Servant, and 
came in a low, mean, contemptible, deſpicable Condition, which 
God himſelf did foretel, as ſoon as Man finned and fell, Gen. 3.1 5. 
And I will gut enmity between thee (that is, Satan) and the woman, 
and between thy ſeed and ber ſeed;it ſhall bruiſe thy head,and thou ſhalt 
bruiſe his heel; that is, the buman Nature of Chriſt. And your own 
Prophets do give a clear and ſufficient Teſtimony of the ſame, 
Ifa. 53-2, 3, 4, 5+ For be ſhall grow up before him as @ tender plants 
and as a root out of a dry ground: he hath no form nor comelineſs; 
and when we ſhall ſee him, there is no beauty that we ſhould deſire 
him. He is deſpiſed and rejetted of men, a man of ſorrows, \ and ac- 
quainted with grief ; and we bid as it were our fates from bim'; be 
45 deſpiſed, and we eſteemed kim mot. Surely be hath borw our griefs, 
and carried our ſorrows, yet we did efteem bim ftricken, ſmitten of God, 
and affiied,chat is,your Forefathers looked upon Chriſt's Sufferings 
to be from a juſt hand of God upon him, becauſe they look'd upon 
him to be an [Impoſtor. Bu hewas wounded for our tranſgreſſions, bewas / 
bruiſed for our iniquities ; the chaſtiſement of onr peace was upon him, 
and with bi: ſtripes we are bealed. This could not be meant of the 
Jewiſh Nation, as you woulg have it to be, for all People can 
declare your Generation, for you were of the Seed of Abraham 
according to the Fleſh, and you boaſt of it, and value your ſelves 
upon it to this day. But none can declare Chriſt's Generation, 
but them which have his Spirit. Ver. 8. He was taken from priſon, 
and from judgment; and who ſhall declare bu. generation ? For be 


was cut off owt of the land of the Irving, for the tranſgreſſion of 
propre 
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ople-2was be fricken. Iſa. 52. 14, i 5. As many 4: were aftenied at 
thee, (bus iſage was ſo marred more than any man, and bu form more 


than the ſons of men.) So ſhall be |j many nations , the kings 
ſhall ſhut their mouths at him; for that which bad not been told them

the moſt High. Tet thow ſhalt be brought down to bell, to the ſides 
the pit. They that ſee thee, ſhall narrowly look upon thee, and conſt- 
der thee, ſaymg, 1s this the man that made the earth totremble, that 
did ſhake bins Toms? That made the world as a wilderneſs , and de- 
ffrozed the cities thereof ? That opened not the bouſe of bis priſoners ? 
Thus you fee what it is for CHriſt, this Branch, to grow up out 
of his place, which will be to convert the Fews, and deſtroy 
Antichriſt the Man of Sin, Nabwm 1.2, 2,4, 5, 6, 7, $, 9, 10. 
But Thirdly, What is this Building the Temple of the Lord? 
Firſt, What is the Temple? The Temple 1 take to be the

faith tbe Lord of boſts. The filwer is mine, and the gold is mine, ſaith 
vbe Lord of hoſts. The glory of the latter bouſe ſhall be greater than of the 
ormer, ſaith rhe Lord of hoſts; and im this place will I give peace, ſaith 
the Lord of hoſts. . 

But Secondly, What is this bnilding ia the Temple ? Why, it is 
the Converſion of Sinners, both Few: and Gerriles, to the Chriſtian 
Faith, and the Edifying and Building np of his Saints and Servants in 
the Miniſtry of the Goſpel. Zech. 4. 6, 7, 8, 9, 10. Then be an/wered 
and fpake unto ine, ſaying , This is the word of the Lord unto Zerubba- 
bel, <xxng,” or by might, wor by power, but by my ſpirit, ſarth the Lord of 
boſs.

Bur, my bloved of the Houſe of 1/rae/, you do look: for Chriſt the 

ty/Tome in that way and manner, and alſo todo that for you 

ar'bis firſt Coming and Incarnation, in _ bis: ſtate of Humiliation, in 
the formof a Servant, as we Gentiles do look for him 10.come and do 
for you-and vb a\ſo at his ſecond Coming in hisScate of Exaltation; for 
this is the /nacural Conſequence of itz for you do nat believe that he 
is already come irv his Stace. of Humiliation ; for the Reformed 
(Ss Churches 
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Churches of the Gentiles are ſtill in Captivity to the Church of Anti- 
chriſt in many places, more or leſs ; which all the Chorches of the 
Gentile-Goſpellers ſhall then be perfeftly freed from, as well as you 
of che Houſe of 1/rael, at Chriſt's ſecond Coming. And bleſſed be 
God for the Signs that are to be ſeen in the footſteps of God's Provi- 
dences at this Day, towards the accompliſhment of theſe Propheſies, 
and the fufilling of theſe his gracious Promiſes unto us, both Fews 
and Gentiles, Bur this miſtake of your Forefathers, in looking for 
Chriſt the Meſſiah to come in the ſame way and manner, and to 
do that for you at his firſt Coming in a State of Humiliation, as he 
is to come and do for us at his ſecond Coming in a State of Exaltati- 
on, in a hoſtile, triumphant Way and Manner, has lain as a great 
ſtumbling-block in your way, and a very fore Judgment upon 
all their Poſterity ever ſince; for you ſee it clearly proved from the 
Mouths of your own Prophets, which you do own and believe were 
holy Men of God, and ſpake as they were moved and inſpired by the 
holy Spirit, that the Meſſiab was to be Born of a Virgin, to be firſt 
> Child, and then a King ; tho he was a King at the ſame time he 
was a Servant, and a Eranch, and a Root out of a dry Ground, 
which 1 take to be his Human Nature, or it might refer to the Tribe 
of Judah, out of which Tribe be aſſumed his Human Nature it 
was very dry Ground, and his Humane Nature it ſelf, tho Sinleſs and 
Spotleſs, yet it was but very dry Ground compared to his Divine 
Nature, namely, his Godhead. 

But now, in the next place, according to my promiſe, I ſhall prove 
as clear, and as evident, as the Sun that ſhineth in the Firmament, 
and that from the Teſtimony of your own Prophets too, that Chriſt 
the true Meſſiah was to ſufter Death upon the Croſs, and be cut off by 
you of the Houſe of 1/rae/ principally, who were then looked upon to 
be the only Houſe of God, and his peculiar Friends. Abreabam your 
Father according to the Fleſh, was called the Friend of God, and God 
owned and accounted him ſo. For we Gentiles were not a Church, 
nor Houſe of God, until you [/reelites had cut your ſelves off by your 
Unbelief and Rebellion againſt God, and then we Genriles were taken 
into Covenant with the Lord, who before were Aliens to the Common- 
wealth of I/rae/, and Strangers to the Covenant And we Gentiles 
were then all groſs Idolaters, and therefore we were open Ene- 
mies to God, as all pretended Chriſtian Gentiles are, tread in 
their ſteps; and we were wholly ignorant of God, and unreconciled 
unto him. And I will appeal to God, and unto your own Conſci- 
ences, Whether you do not look upon us to be ſuch now, even now, 


at 
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at this time ; tho bleſſed be God, in that yop are miſtaken ; thol muſt 
confeſs, thatit has been ſo, and is yet ſtill fo in the moſt places of the 
World ; that is an apparent great Truth,too great coo be denied. Bur 
at your Converſion, then will the fulneſs of the Gentiles be converted 
and come into Chriſt alſo, and belp Build in the Temple of God; there- 
fore it cannot poſſibly be meant of us Gentiles, that we were then the 
Houſe of God's Friends; for Chriſt the true Meſſiah came to his own, 
which were you Jews, the houſe of his Friends, and his own received 
him not;and then he turned to us Genti/es,that were none of his own in 
that Senſe, but a wild Ole Branch ; and bleſſed be God that our 
Forefathers the Gentiles received him, and imbraced his Dodtrine, 
Worſhip, Diſcipline and Ordinances; and for clear Proof of this, ſee 
ewoor three Scriptures of one of your own Prophets; Zech. 1 3-6, 7- 
Hnd one ſhall ſay unto bim, that is, to Chriſt the true Meſſiah, what are 
theſe wounds in thine hands? that is, the Wounds that the Nails was to 
make in his hands, when they nailed him to the Croſs at his Crucifixion. 
Then be ſhall anſwer, Theſe with which I was wounded in the b:uſe of my 


friends, This was the Houſe of I/rael and Fudab, for none was the 


Houſe of God's Friends at that time,- but you; for Chriſt the erue 
Meſſiab, is God as well as Man, if you will but believe your own Pro-

had then no Houſe of Friends in all the World, but you Few: 3 

tho it is true, we Gentiles alſo in our Forefathers had a hand in cru- 
cifying Chriſt the true Meſſieb, but yetthey were none of the Houſe of 
God's Friends, but were open profeſt Enemies to God ; and therefore 
God did not take it ſo unkindly at the hands of the Gentiles, as he did 
at the hands of the Jews. Tow have I known, faith God , of all the 
Nation: of the|Earth, by way of threatning againſt the Fews, the Houſe 
of his Friends, becauſe he had done more for them, than for all the 
World beſides, as have already ſhewn; and therefore God looked 
for more Service and better Obedience from them, than he did of all 
the World beſides ; for where God does ſingular kindneſs for a Church 
or People, there he looketh for ſingular Service and Obedience from 
ther ; and if they do not perform it, bur diſappoint God, and fruſtrate 
his ExpeCtation, to ſpeak after the manner of men ; why, then God 
bringeth the ſoreſt of ] nes upon them, who pretend to be his 
Friends, and yet tranſgreſs bis holy, righteous Laws ; and you were 
this Houſe of Friends that were guilty of this great T'rangreſlion, 
C 2 namely, 
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namely , of cracifying-the Lord 'of Glory, who is the true Meſfab. 
2. Secondly, 1 will give you arvther Scripeural Evidence, thatgives 
clear Teſtimony to this trath,that you Jews were the Perfons-thar did 
crucifie our Saviour Chriſt the true Adeſiab, orelſe according to your 
Faith, or rather Unbelief and Ignorance, you are yet ſtil] ro do it. Pray 
dear Friends read and confider well, Zech. 12. 10. forit is very appo- 
fire to onr purpoſe, And I will pour pon the bowle of David, and pon 

the inbebitants of Feruſalem the ſpitis of grace and fupphications, and rh 
ſhall look upon me whem they bave pierced, and they ſhall mburn for him, 
as one mourneth for bu only ſon, and fha'l be tn bitterneſs for him, as one 
that is in bitterneſs for hu firſt-born.

And 
I ſaid unto ther, If ye think good, grve me my price:nd if not, forbear; ſdtbey 
weighed for my price thirty pieces of filurr. Amid the Lord ſaid unto me, 
Caſt it unto thrpotters : a goodly price rhat 1 was prized at. Ahd the Pto- 
phet ſpeaks as if it was be himſelf rhac he ſpake of, bat that cannot 
be, for the Prophet himſeif was not ſold for thirty pieces of Silver, nor 
pierced as he was to be, which the Prophet ſpake of; no more than 
chat which Solomon ſpake,is ro be underſtood of himfelf, in char of Prov. 
$. 15, 16, 27, 28, 29, 20, $1, - Bywme Ky pn, and Princes decree ju- 
fice. By me Princes yule, and Noblei, eoim all the Tudpes of the earth. 
When be prepared the heavens, I was there: when be ſet a compaſs pon

relates to what ſhallbe. at your-Convertion, for he had a reſpett peru: 
larly unco that time, when you ſhall ſo look upon him, which is'me- 
ny hundred years after Chriſt was 4Ctually cructied ; to many, that [ 
believe iris very near,even at che door. Bur why w it ſaid,thar they ſhall 
look ap0n him whom they have pierced, Cc. when as:theythar atu- 
ally crucified Chriſt, are Dead and Korten many /handred years wgo? 
why, becauſe you all become guilty with. your Forefarhers/by your 
Unbelief, in approving of it, by looking npon Chriſt robe art Imapoſtor, 
a Lier and Deceiver; thus you have been crucifying of Chritt the true 
Meſſiah every day, ever ſince your Forefathers (aid, Hw Blood be-on 
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ws and our Poſterity ; they were ſo greedy of the guilt of it, as that 
they did as much as in them lay,acquit the Gentiles that were concerned 
in it with them, from it, and took the whole guile of Chriſt's Blood up- 
on themſelves, and intailed it upon their Heirs; a dreadful Legacy or 
Inheritance, - as ever was intailed upon poor Children ! and you have 
held it ever ſince, and ever will do, until Chriſt cuts off the Intail ; 
ſo that it was you Few: of the Houſe of David, and of the Inhabitants 
of Feruſalem, that were the Perſons that did crucifie Chriſt the true 
Meſſiab. But according to your own Belief, which is only unbelief, you 
are yet ſtill to crucify him. Burt pray be ſo kind unto your own Judg- 
ment and Conſciences, as to conſider of it, and alſo be ſo tender of your 
own Pr Credit and Reputation, for that lieth at ſtake ; for either 
you muſt not truſt your own Judgment; nor hearken to the voice of 
Conſcience, nor believe your own Prophet, but look upon the Prophet 
tobe a Romancer, and ſo an Impoſtor; orelſe in the fourth and laſt 
place, you muſt fall down before this great and clear truth, and reſign- 
up unto it, and confeſs and own, that the Prophet did intend us Fews, 
that we were the Perſons that crucified and pierced Chriſt the crue 
Meſſrab, and wounded him in his Hands. Ay, and you were the 
Perſons that bought and fold him too; and therefore God cut you off 
from being an intire People or Nation, and ſcattered you up and 
down in the World, by reaſon of your Unbelief and Cruelty to his 
Son, our Saviour Chriſt the true Meſſieb. 

- Thus, my beloved, you may ſee it clearly proved unto you, from 
the month of your own Prophets, if you are not wilfully Blind and 


Ignorant, That Chriſt the true was tocome in the Fleſh, ina 
mean, low, deſpicable State and ition, and. was to ſuffer Death 
by wounding his ierci ing bim in the Houſe of 


hands,and piercing or 
his Friends; namely, the Houſe of David, and the Inhabitants of Fe- 
ruſalem, which were all you of I/racl and Fadeb. Now Friends, if this 
be (o, as you ſee I have clearly proved it is, that our Saviour Chriſt 
the true Meſſiah, was to be crucified by you Fews, the Houſe of bis

Then in the next place, here falls in voluntarily, an yndeniable

But now, pray let me ask you one modeſt, ſe- 
rious Queſtion, which ſhall be this, Are you willing to know how, and 
when you ſhall go home? Nay, let meask you again,jn the Name of 
the great God, Are you unfeignedly willing to know how, and when 
this great Deliverance ſhall be wrought our for you? Perhaps you 
will tay, Yes, we are; Very well. Why, then in the Name, and by the 
great Power and Authority of the glorious and blefſed Trinity,Father, 
Son and Holy Ghoſt , three Perſons, and one eternal God, I will tell 
you borh how, and when it ſhall be, that God will deliver you. 

In the fiiſt place, 1 will tell you how you ſhall be delivered. Firſt, 
it will be by believing in Jeſus Chriſt the true Meſſiab. And ſecondly, 
It will be by. unfeigned Repentance, and this is that which the Spirit 
will work in you, and you have both theſe Graces in ACt and Exer- 
Ciſe, which in that Zech. 12: 10. doth peculiarly belong unto you of 
the whole Houſe of 1/rae}, tho it belongeth to all ſo to do : And I will 
pour upon the bouſe of David, and upon the inhabitants of Feruſalem, the 
Spirit of Grace and Supplications, and they ſhall look upon me whom they 
have pierced, and they ſhall mourn for him, as one mourneth for hu only 
ſon, and ſhall be in bitterneſs for him, as one that « in bitterneſs for bus 
fr /t-born. You muſt believe in the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, who is the only 
true Meſſiah; for unleſs you believe in him, you cannot believe in 
God ; no, nor have any Communion with him, no more than com- 
buſtible Matter can have Communion with conſuming Fire, and not 
be conſumed, For there is no approaching into the Preſence of God 
the Father, without Faith in Jeſus Chriſt his only eternal Son; for 
God out of Chriſt, is a conſuming Fire. Thus 1 have ſhewed 
you, how you ſhall be delivered; namely, by Faith and Repenr- 
tance. . 

Now, in the ſecond place, I ſhall ſhew you when you ſhall be in- 
fallibly delivered. Why, you will certainly and infallibly be deh- 
vered, when you do believe in Chriſt the true Meſſiah, and Redeemer 
of all that do believe in him. For your worlt Captivity is from 
your own ſelves, for you are in Bondage and Slavery unto your own 
Unbelict, and hardneſs of Heart, and Prejudice againſt Jeſus Chriſt, 
and Ipnorance of kim, whlich 1s the very worlt fort of Caprivity ; it 
It infincety worſe than the Baby/oniſh Captivity ever was, for thereby 
you are, the Devil's Captives; and this was that Captivity which 
 Chrilt carve to redeem your Forefathers out of, in his State of Hu- 
miliation ;

miliation; but they wonld not hearken unto him, nor believe in 
him, but laid violent hands upon him, and crucified him for an 1m- 
ſtor, a Deceiver, and the worſt of Men. O Sirs, be perſwaded to 
lieve in Chriſt, for when you do that, the work will be done, and 
your Captivity will be at an end. And do you your ſelves pray tro God, 
to open your Eyes, and enlighten your Minds, and give you a right 


. Uriderſtanding of the Propheſies, which your own Prophets delivered 


unto your Forefathers, which you do profeſs to own to be true, for 
God muſt be ſought to, for to do theſe great things for you, as you 
may ſeein Ezekie/, where theſe great Proniiſes are made, which pe- 
culiarly belong unto you, Ezek. 36. 24, 25, 26, 27, 28, 29, 30, 37. 
For I will take you een among the beathen, and gather you out of all 
countries, and will bring you into your own land. Then will I ſprinkle 
clean water upon fk and ye ſhall be clean: from all your filthine(i, and 
from all your idols will I cleanſe you. A new heart alſo will I give you, , 
and a new ſpirit will I put within you, and I will take away the tony 
begrt out of your fleſh, and I will give you an heart of fleſh. And I will 
put my Spirit within you, and cauſe you to walk in my Statutes, and you 
ſhall keep my Tugdments, and do them. And ye ſhall dwell in the land 
that 1 gave to your fathers, and ye ſhall be my people, and I will be your 
Ged. I will alſo ſave you from all your uncleanneſſes, and I will call fer 
the corn, and will increaſe it, and lay no famine upon you. And I will 
multiply the fruit of the tree, and the increaſe of the field, that ye ſhall 
receive no more reproach of famine among the heathen. Do you ſee how 


many Bleſſings here are promiſed you in this one part of the Chapter ? 


but mind what your Duty is, in v. 37. 7Thas ſaith the Lord God, I will 
yet for thus be enquired of by the bouſe of Iſrael, to do it for them. You 
muſt pray unto the Lord to fulfil theſe Promiſes. 

2. And Third!y, You muſt Repent of your Sins, and eſpecially of 
your Unbelief of the Meſſiab, Zecb. 12. 10. Here is promiſedFaith, 
and a Spirit of Prayer and Repentance, all three joyned together. 
And 1 will pour upon the houſe of David, and upon the mhabitants of Fe- 
ruſalem, the ſpirit of grace and ſupplication ; there is a Spirit of Prayer 
promiſed ; and they ſhall look upon me whom they have pierced; there is 
the Gift and Grace of Faith promifed ; and they hatf mourn for him, 
as one mourneth for his only ſon, and ſhall be im bitterneſs for him, as 
one that us in bitterneſs for bis firſt-born, ghere is the Gift and Grace of 
Repentance. 'And look into that forementioned Exzek. 36. 31. Then 

all ye remember your own evi w- js, 1nd your doings that were not 
good, and ſhall lothe your ſelves in your own ſight for your imtquities, and 

for your abominations. 
3) 4 Fourth- 
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"Fourthly and laſtly, I exhort you all in the name of God, to pre- 
pare to go home to your own land, and then and there you witl 
have far more great and more glorions. diſcoveries made unto 
you of God in Chriſt, than ever you ſhall have made unto you be- 
fore ; for God reſerves this beſt Wine for you until then ; for there 
you will be inveſted with that great Glory that is ſo often propheſied 
of by all your Prophets, which is promiſed by God himſelf unto 
you ; get together in your own land, and there God will ſprinkle 
you all with clean water, aud you ſhall be clean ; and. pur his Spi- 
rit into you, and ye ſhall all live, and then a Nation ſhall be born 
at once, that is, born of the Spirit and of water. 

'. Here are three or four years that we are now entring upon, in 
which I do believe,with (ſubmiſſion unto God, that will produce great 
things in order to the accompliſhing of theſe great Propheſies thac 
relate unto you that are of the Houſe of 1a! and 7udab, and 
alſo unto us Gentiles; for I believe in the ſame Diſpenſation of glory 
and brightneſs in which Chriſt will come unto you, he will deſtroy 
Antichriſt ; and you ſhall ſee him eye to eye, Ia. 52.8. Thy watch- 
men. ſhall lift wp the voice, with the woice togetber ſhall they fing, far 
they ſhall ſee eye to eye, when the Lord ſhell bring 6gain Zion, We Ger» 
tiles ſhall ſee bim alſo together with you ; for we ſhall have a far 
greater knowledg of the Myſteries of God, than now we have ; our 
knowledg now is but ignorance in compariſon to what it will be then, 
I/a. 60. 1, 2, 3+ Ariſe, ſhine, for thy light is come, and the glory of the 
Lord is riſen upon thee ; for behold the darkneſs ſhall cover the earth, and 
groſs darkneſs the people : But. the Lord ſhall ariſe upon thee, end bis 
glory ſhall be ſeen upon thee ;, - and the Gentiles ſball come to thy light, and 
Kings to the brightneſs of thy riſing, And here you may ſee the great 
laughter that was to introduce this glorieus day, which flaughter 
was and is to be among Chriſt's Gentile enemies, 1/2, 30. 20, 25, 26. 
Ye ſbalf defile alſo the covering of thy graven Images of ſilver, and the 
ornament of thy molten Images of gotd ,, thow ſhalt caſt rbem away as 6 
, menſtruous clath , thou ſhalt ſay wnto.it, Get thee bence. And there ſhall 
be upon every bigh mountain, and upon every bigh bill, rivers and ftreams 
of waters in the day of the great ſlaughter, when the towers fall. This 
great laughter is principally to fall upon Image-worſhippers, which 
' are nominal Chriſtians, that keep up Heathen. Idolatrous worſhip, 
who are the great oppoſers of the rivers and ſtreams of waters, 
whic! 1 rake to be the Miniſtry of the Goſpel, that ſhall then have a 
free paſſage on all high mountains and hills, which I cake to be great 
men, and great Powers; viz. Rulers and Governours which before 

were 
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were for the moſt part great oppoſers and perſecutors of the Goſpel, 
and the Profeſſors thereof; eſpecially fn mucrmurqmnd—Arreb « 
will then caft off their Idolatry , and caſt away their Idols ; then 
comes in this great light and knowledg both to Jew and Gentile. 
Moreover, the light of tbe Moow ſhall be as the light of the Sun ; this 1 
humbly conceive reſpeCts the Civil Stare, that ir ſhall be as ro 
as the Church-State was before this great light; the Moon repreſenting 
the Civil State ; and the Sun, the Goſpel-Church State ; for in 
that day ſhall there be upon the Bells of the Horſes, Holineſs unto the Lord : 
Men ſhall be as holy and heavenly in their Civil Callings,then, as they 
are now-in their Religious Worſhip. Bur if che Civil State ſhall be (6 
holy and glorious, what then ſhall che Church-State be ? Why look 
_ gs mr ts and there pox_ ſee, as followeth, 
the light of rhe Sun e ſevenfold, as the hight of ſeven days,” in 
the day ow the Lord bradith = breach = bu rk and bealeth the 
t heart is able to conceive, and what 
tongue is able to expreſs what this glorious ſtate of the Church ſhall 
then be; and what glorious light it ſhall then be iſluminated with ? 
ke is erue, it will infinitely ſhort of rhat glory that is ib the Hea- 
ven' of Heavens, to wie, Eternal Glory 5 yet notwithſtanding, we 
are at a loſs to comprehend what this glotious ſtate of the Church 
will then be inveſted with, when doth the Fews and the fulneſs of the 
Gentiles ſhall be converted to the Chriſtian Faith ; for it will be ſeven- 
fold the light of ſeven days, which | rake to be as ſeven GoſpeE-Sab- 
bath days now, wherein the Church is in her beſt ſpiritual drefs;,for 
this cannot be meanc here ſo immediately of the Jews, as it is of the 
Gentile Chriſtians ; thol will not whofly exclude them, but only in 

this compariſon I muſt ; and my reaſon for'it'is this, Becauſe the 
have not had che light of this Moon, nor of this San neither, in this 
ſenſe, never ſince, long before Chrilt the true Meſſiah was Crucified5 
for they were fain to make uſe of the Roman Gentiles Civil Power, 
their Moon-light,to condemn and crucifie our Saviour Chrift by; 'for 
the Jews Civil State,this Moon-light; and their Chorch-Srare, this Sor 
light,have been put out and diflolved many hundred years ago; but 
this ſevenfold;the light of ſeven days' is,thar there will be 3 43'times as 
much light, according to computation, in one+Sabbarh rhen;as there 
was in ſeven Sabbaths before, Zech. _ 8. In that day ſhall the Lord 
defend the inhabitants of Feruſalem, be that u feeble among them at 
that dey ſbatl be as David, and the houſt of David fhall be as God, as 
the Angel of the Lord before them. Thus you ſee by all this, what a 
glorious day it will be for ſpiritual knowledg and holinefs, which is 
called the light of the Sun ; che _— and holineſs we have now, 
is 
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is but ignorance and filthineſs, compared with whatit will be then; and 
as much light and holineſs in one of the working-days of the week, 
char is,in their particularCallings then,as there is in a Goſpel-Sabbath, 
or Lords-day now:Zech. 14 20,21 In that day ſhall there be upon the Bells 
of the Horſes, Holineſs wnto the Lord. And the pots in the Lords Louſe ſhall be 
like the bewls before the Altar ; yea, every pot in Feruſalem, and in 7u- 
dab, ſhall be Holineſs unto the Lord of Hoſts. Theſe Pots in the Lord's 
Houſe, 1 take to be meant eſpecially of them that will then be im- 
ployed in the Goſpel, Miniſters or Paſtors ; and the others, to be of 
all believers, and other Church-Officers ; and will not this be a glo- 
rious day, think ye ? and a day to be deſired and prayed for, and 
ſpoken of, and preached up to the comfort of all thoſe that are wea- 
ry of this day we do live in now, in which the whole Creation groan- 
eth under, and is travelling in pain to be delivered from? W\ 

And there are but two things that lieth in the way between us, and 
this glorious day, the one is the deftrution of Antichriſt,the Pope of 
Rome ; and the other is the Converſion of you Iſraelites; which I do 
believe will both be progreſlive, and almoſt, if not altogether, Con- 
temporary ; Which I incline to the latter, tho the compleat deſtru- 
Ction of Antichriſt, and alſo the perfeft Converſion of the Fews, will 
both be ſuddenly (in one day) that is in a year : It will be like-rwo 
Buckets in a Well, as one cometh up, ſo the other goeth down ; as 
the Few: will have fleſh and finews come upon their Bones ; ſo Anti- 
chriſt ſhall loſe bis fleſh and ſfinews, which is Politick power and 
ſtrength. And | believe the Chriſtian Princes and Rulers. will 
have a great hand in the deſtruction of Antichriſt, Rev. 17.16,17,18, 
As Antichriſt loſerh his fleſh , ( which is his power and ſtrength, 
oy but nr) pr ous as you ny ſee in Dan. 8. 24, 5. And 

P y mighty, but not by bis own power, and be deftr 

Ww Uerialh, and ſball proſper and prattice ; wr ſbatl rukgrs _ 
and the boly people ; and through bu policy alſo be ſhall cauſe craft to pro- 
ſper m bu ; and be ſhall magnifie himſelf in bus heart, and by peace 
bat defiroy many. He ſhall alſo ſtand up agamſt the Prince of Princes, but 

ſhall be broken without hands. Here is a very clear deſcription of 
Antichriſt jn ay; 5 greys and alſo of his deſtrution.)

Theſe ſanftifiers and purifiers of thernſelves in Gardens, are 
ſach as think they do ſfanCtifie and. purifie themſelves by Penances 
and Pilgrimages,  andeby the Deeds of the Law,that patch up a righ- 
teouſneſs of rheir awn, wack her be. faved by that alone, or in 
conjuntion with-cthe Righteou of Chriſt, which is ll! an abo- 
mination in the ſight of God, The ſacrifice of the wicked is an abomina- 
tion to the Lord. the Holy Ghoſt has clearly diſcovered unto- us, 
that cheſe Idolatrous Sacrificers here,arg pretended Chriſtians,by this 
infallible character, namely their eating Swines-fleſh, which neither 
the Tarks nor Jews can endure, for they both abbor it by their prine 
ciple of Religion. | . no + 

And this Mouſe that is to be conſumed, 1 take to be Hypo- 
crites,, that make a profeſſion of the Goſpel-Religion, but are nor 
ſound at heart, and (o are but Church-vermine.. What a Mouſe. is to

Secondly, This could not be meant of a fantaſtical Body, for the 
true Meſſiah bad-a ſubſtantial -Body, with all the Lineaments, and 
Faculties, and Infirmities of Man, Sin only excepted ,- or el(e be 
could not have been cut off, Den. 9g. 26. ' What can ydu cut off of 
a Spirit, where there is nq Subſtance to cut? for God is a Spirit; and 
ſo Chriſt was not capable of Suffering ; But be muſt Suffer as be 
was Man, and a Surety for Sinners ; for as the Tranſgreſſion and 
Offence was committed in Humane Nature, ſo.the Satisfaction mult 
be made in Humane Nature, 1/a.

Of the i—_— of bus government 
and peace ; there ſball be no end, upen the throne of David , and upon 
bs for dem, to order it, and to Rablif it with judgment and with ju- 
fbice, —=_ henceforth even for ever ; the zeal of the Lord of hoſts will 
porform this. For Chriſt was, and is God, and ſo becould not Dye, 
It was impoſſible ; but as he was Man, fo be did Suffer, and was 
put to Death in the Fleſh, and quickened by the Spirit , ar no 
Fleſh could bave ever poſſibly teen faved; all the whoie Race 
of Mankind had been loſt and damned for ever, as all the fallen 
Angels are, and not one Soul ever have been ſaved.
